"Whereas, the California State Rail- 
road Commission has long been the body

"Resolved, that wo respectfully urge 


upon the State ' Railroad 
Commission 
that it at once take the necessary steps 
toward protecting the Interests of. Cali- 
fornia and that It lay down the prin- 
ciple that it shall be consulted by the 
Federal Railroad Administration In all 
moves looking to the modification of 
railroad rates or regulations In Cali- 
fornia."

recommendations as he mijfht require. 


"Hut now that the armistice hus been 
siiaicil and tho war has been won wo 
believe the shippers' rights should bn 
safeguarded in the fianie manner and 
to the siiine extent under the continu- 
ance of federal control as In pre-war 
times under private control; therefore 
•we ara pleased lo note tho recent press 


. reports which indicate ,that it is the 


intention of your honorable body to re- 
sume activity in the regulation of in- 
trastate rates and if these reports arc 
true we wish to commend you upon the 
position you have taken. 


POWER (S VESTED. 


"The Constitution of our State and 


the. Public Utilities Act clearly confer 
upon you the exclusive power to super- 
vise and regulate cvory public utility 
Sn the State and we do not believe that 
•under present conditions your jurisdic- 
tion over State rates should bo sur- 
rendered, or your activity 
lessened,

though the federal government 


continues to operate railroads to win 
tho, war. If they retain them for twen- 
ty-one months or longer it will be foi* 
the purpose of making money or for an 
experiment, and In either case rates 
should bo subject to' tho same refla- 
tion as when they are mads by cor- 
porate, power.

Washington has lifted many of the restrictions 


fliat were imposed upon enemy aliens during the 
period of actual hostilities. Before long there 


be no distinction between the personal 


liberties of IJie enemy alien and the American 
citizen. As soon as the formal proclamation of 
peace is issued the \vord "enemy" will cease to 
have a legal and official standing. 


But it might serve a good purpose for those 


limited if not completely shut off during: next 
year, and the limited supply of'tonnage and^'higb. 
cost of transportation will not enable Australian 
and Indian .wheat to undersell to a great extent 
American wheat in Europe. 


California has added her share of new wintei 


wheat acreage, increasing the area sown from 
fiSSjOOO acres in 1917 to 809,000 in 1918. The 
indicated condition' of the crop on December 1 
was 100 per cent, against the average condition 
for ten years of 91 per cent. 


THE PRESIDENT'S CHRISTMAS. 


President Wilson's Christmas is not. only pro- 


ductive of deep satisfaction to him personally, 
but it greatly pleases all the people^ he'represents. 
He is today with the expeditionary army in 
France. He has reviewed units of many of the 
divisions on duty against the enemy, he has 
shaken the bands of men who fought to viridicate 
he ideals of America and he has broken army 
bread with them. 


The President has mingJed with victorious 


troops. He might have entered German territory 
lad he so desired and looked across the Rhine 
o where the forces of a defeated power are still 
maneuvering to save their false pride and their 
brmei- position <as a worthy member of the family 
of nations. But he apparently had no desire for 
display and of lending the emphasis of his pres- 
ence to the defeat of the foe. So he went no 
urther than General Pershing's headquarters at 
"bauraour, in Prance, where 10,000 soldiers of 
the divisions which have taken part in the fight- 
ing were assembled to greet him.. Through these 
h« spoke to the other million gallant men on the 
Ally front. 


It was a memorable event in American history 


when the President went to France; no less note- 
worthy is the visit of the chief executive of the 
nation to a conquering American army on foreign 
soil, an army which is in more than one sense an

"Necessity," wrote Poor Richard 


in his almanac, "never made, a good 
bargain." Therefore, If you wait, un- 
til your tonsils become diseased it 
may be .too late for you to escape 
harm. .Noceaajty's sharp pinch may 
some day suddenly call for the re- 
moval of your tonsils; therefore, if 


eventually, why not now?" This is 


the conclusion of Dr. Harry .Rod- 
man of. the Bronx Eye and Ear Hos- 
pital. New York. 


In view of this experience it seems 


justifiable to advise the removal of 
the tonsils In those who suffer with 
local or general infection or when 
the tonsils are at all diseased. 


Simultaneously, the ears, the nose, 


the teeth, and the accessory "sin- 
uses" or alleyways into ihe cheeks 
and forehead should be investigated. 


If pus or bacteria are there pres- 


ent, those may be "additional links in 
the chain of agents, which produce 
painful joints and other ailments. 
-Many things will relievo this for a 
time, but tho fountain heads of the 
mischief wilt still push forth their 
abominations from time to time un- 
less they are removed for good. 


The tonsils arc deeply placed on 


each side of the back of the mouth 
like two pillars. They are spongy 
with depressions or crypts in them 
The&e pockets hold hits ot food and 
become nests and feeding- grounds 
for germs.- This helps to enlarge tho 
tonsil 
and' "pour 
forth vials 
of

constant absorption of poisonous ma-- 
terial.

•deafness. As far back us l$17 Dr. 
Alfred Mantle, from investigations 
made' then, held that many fevers, 
aches, pains, rheumatisms and grout 
were traceable to the decayed and 
fermented food in the pockets on the * 
tonsils.

By means of a syringe he extracted 


the material from tonsils in rfersons 
with so-called "rheumatism." Then 
ho auctioned out of knee joints with 
a hypodermic syringe that had been 
sterilized, some of tho congested fluid 
there.- and discovered that some .of 
the same matter that was In the ton- 
sils wag also In the knee joint. 


In 1900, twenty-three years later, 


two 
bacteriologists, 
Drs. 
Poynton 


and ,Pain, found that the bacteria in 
inflame'd joints reached there from 
the tonsils by way of the blood arid 
lymph.
